Divided we fall

Some of the recent public opinion polls have 
shown that Canadians are almost equally divided when it comes 
to the issue of recognizing same-sex marriages. Recently, on 
September 16th, we received a sharp jolt of reality when 
Parliament endorsed gay marriage with a 137-132 vote 
against the Canadian Alliance motion to uphold the 137- 
year-old definition of marriage. This razor-thin majority in 
support of Chretien’s new marriage act could increase or 
decrease either way by the time the new marriage act is 

before Parliament for the real vote. Estimates range from 
spring ‘94 to fall‘94 before the real test occurs. 


Lest we become complacent as a community, we know 
for sure that the right wing conservatives and religious 
lobby groups will be extremely active during the coming 
months. Recent public opinion polls indicate sixty percent 
of Canadians who oppose same-sex marriage would vote 

against their MP in the next election if they were to favour 
the controversial legislation. This is definitely enough to heat up

However, we can take heart in the fact that 
a similar vote in 1999 showed only fifty-five 
MPs in support of a new definition of marriage. 
The current trend toward increased support 
for same-sex marriage will have to be nurtured 
between now and voting time next year if 
same-sex nuptials are really going to become a 
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part of Canadian law. During this time lapse, we'll have a new 
prime minister—almost certainly Paul Martin—as well as a 
new Liberal cabinet and a party preparing to win another 
election. Not a good time for a brave act by a rookie govern- = 
ment. In his own words, Paul Martin (a devout Catholic) said, 
“This is an issue that I’ve had to wrestle with and | must say 
this has not been an easy decision. What has certainly tipped 
the balance, as far as I’m concerned, is the decision that the 
courts have taken... that this is a rights issue and you cannot 
discriminate.” Although Mr. Martin said he does not believe = 
including homosexuals will erode the stature of marriage, 
you can be sure he'll be carefully studying the Supreme 
Court opinion on the new marriage act.

to join together and lobby the MPs who voted to uphold 

the definition of marriage as exclusively involving one man 

and one woman. It is these elected representatives who will need to be convinced that this 
is an issue of equality as protected by the Canadian Constitution. If they only hear from 
those opposed to gay marriage, then it is unlikely they will vote in support of the new 
marriage act when the time comes. It would be easy for us all to become complacent when 
same-sex marriages are legally taking place in Ontario and B.C., along with the appropriate 
festivities. Amidst the celebrations of wedding vows, we need to be sure our voices are being 
heard in the right constituency offices, and also in the corridors of the Parliament buildings 
in Ottawa. 


To this end, a new group called “The Friends of Gay and Lesbian Marriage” has provided 
a list of all MPs who voted to uphold the current definition of marriage. This list appears on 
page 9 of this issue and we encourage all of our readers to contact these politicians and make 
their opinion heard. 


On a final note, if the notion of same-sex marriage is opposed, there have been sugges- 
tions that a different word such as union be used in its place. Although this would still be 
discriminatory to same-sex couples, we suggest that, if it helps the cause, gay and lesbian 
marriages could be referred to simply as “Canadian Alliances” from here on in, likely a far 
more palatable term for the religious and political right than mere “marriage”. W

Blais saw the movie and it changed his life. Often subject to periodic depressions 
himself, he realized he could step outside himself with a new clown persona. He also 
realized that wearing a clown disguise not only put his own problems into a healthier 
perspective, but it brought healing and laughter to many troubled souls needing a break.

regarded me as a clown.” ‘ 


Some friends and colleagues thought he was nuts, too, but that didn’t deter him and 
since graduating Blais has clowned at parties, schools, in seniors’ homes, on buses, planes, 
subways and in shopping malls. This summer he had several professional engagements at 
Manitoba summer festivals, including the ones in the Franco-Manitoban communities of 
St. Malo and St. Pierre. Wherever he travels, he usually has at least a red nose in his 
pocket and he’s been known to stick it on in unlikely places. 


“The first time | decided to clown in public | was on the subway in Montréal and | just 
put my red nose on, hoping people would join in and laugh,” he says. “It took a lot of guts 
at the time.” 


Fortunately for him, the reaction was positive and it gave him the confidence to don 
the nose and slip into the clown character of Cloclo, his “stage name”, whenever and 
wherever the spirit moved him. Sometimes he will put the nose on while driving his car, 
especially if he sees stressed-out drivers. They usually do a double take, then laugh as he 
contorts his face. Much better than giving impatient drivers the finger. 


According to the Encyclopedia Britannica, a clown is “a familiar comic character of 
pantomime and circus, known by his distinctive makeup and costume, ludicrous antics and 
buffoonery, whose purpose is to induce hearty laughter. The clown, unlike the traditional 
fool or court jester usually performs a set routine characterized by broad, graphic humor, 
absurd situations, and vigorous physical action”. 


Some of the earliest ancestors of the clown were present in ancient Greece. These 
comics were bald-headed and padded to appear larger than normal. They performed as 
secondary figures in farces and mime, parodying the actions of more serious characters 
and at times threw nuts at the spectators. A similar type of clown also was present in 
the Roman mime, which wore a pointed hat and a patchwork, colourful robe and was the 
target for all the tricks and abuse of his fellow actors. 


Blais is aware of the long history of clowning. It is a serious business and he has learned 
how to do his own makeup (it can take an hour) and has also acquired much clown 
paraphernalia, including a suit, large spectacles, funny hat, umbrella, water-squirting camera 
and other odds and ends. One day, he says, he just might enrol in the clown school run 
by the Cirque du Soleil in Montréal, so that he can hone his skills, especially those of 
contortion. 


He has clowned aboard planes flying to Paris and Vancouver and his red nose usually 
goes with him when he goes on solitary cycling tours, whether in Europe or across 
Canada. This summer he cycled |,000 kilometres in the Alberta Rockies, stopping off at 
Edmonton’s Klondike Days to clown with pedestrians. In Calgary, he added a few bits to 
his clown kit and dropped in unannounced at a hospital to bring a smile to the faces of

Fall brings the anticipa- 
tion of new beginnings in 
Canada’s GLBT Choral 
movement. This year is an 
especially exciting one, as 
choruses throughout the 
world anticipate GALA 
Festival VII, the Gay and 
Lesbian International 
Choral Festival to be held 
in Montréal from July 17- 
24, 2004. It’s the first time 
that the Festival—which 
attracts hundreds of 
choruses and individual singers from 
around the globe—will be held outside 
the United States.

Calgarians will be represented at GALA Festival VIl by the Calgary Men’s Chorus. 
Entering its ninth season, the chorus will be busy, performing at the Small Change...Big 
Changes fundraising gala on November |5,as well as their own concert, Ho, Ho Home for 
the Holidays the following week—November 22—with special guests, The Heebeejeebees. 
This concert will mark the departure of Artistic Director Joe Slabe, who will be leaving 
the chorus to pursue other projects. The chorus has embarked on a search for a 
conductor to fill Joe’s capable shoes, and to lead the chorus as they prepare for their 
summer concert, Vive la Compagnie, to be performed on June | 2, 2004. CMC will perform 
selections from that concert repertoire at the Montréal Festival. 


New to Calgary in 2003, the Calgary Women’s Chorus began rehearsals again this fall 
under the direction of Robb Hogan. Even in their first season, the CWC performed as 
guests of the Calgary Men’s Chorus in their June concert. This year, the women are going 
solo, preparing for their first concert, Kindred Spirits, in February 2004. 


Linda Griffioen, president of the CWC, says that new members to the chorus are 
always welcome. “In order to become a singing member, women need to be able to 
breathe and have a desire to sing,” she says. 


Perhaps somewhat unique in choruses, this one has very low membership fees for 
singing members. “We have two main categories of membership: singing, and general. 
Singing members, pay only $15 per year and make their contribution by performing with 
the chorus. General members—those hearty souls who do the behind-the-scenes work 
of the chorus—pay an annual fee of $20 for individuals or $35 per couple,’ Griffioen adds. 
“We are hoping to build a large volunteer base in the organization, so that the singers can 
concentrate on singing. Being a new organization, there is plenty of volunteer work to 
be done, especially given that we have several fundraising events planned for this year.” 


She is proud of the clearly articulated mission of the Women’s Chorus, which states 
that the Chorus is “...wholly dedicated to excellence in the performance of a broad 
spectrum of choral music. It also serves as a social network for the personal enrichment 
of its membership. Our organization strives to build a sense of community and positive 
self-image amongst women from every walk of life, and to build bridges of understanding 
to the greater public through enjoyable music”. Judging from the enthusiasm of its 
members, and the quality of their guest appearance in June, one can safely say that the 
Calgary Women’s Chorus is well on their way to fulfilling that mission. 

Both choruses welcome new singers and volunteers. Given that it is a GALA 
International Festival year (which occurs once every four), this is an especially exciting 
opportunity to join a chorus... and have a great time! There's still time to join either 
chorus—and anyone eighteen years or older is eligible. Come sing with us!

It’s not the likeliest place to spring 
to mind when one thinks of trans- 
vestism, but apparently the province 
of Saskatchewan is in a legitimate 
position to boast about its long and 
rich history of cross-dressing. 
According to a new exhibit in the 
Link Gallery at the University of 
Saskatchewan, gender-swapping was 
a significant part of prairie life as far 
back as the early 1900s. 


In All Frocked Up: Glimpses of 
Cross-Dressing in Saskatchewan, curator Neil Richards explores the various ways 
gender-play was embraced by “ordinary folks” and incorporated into such activities as 
parades, sporting events, school initiations, mock weddings and stag parties. Travelling 
shows that featured drag in their performances, both from the U.S. vaudeville circuit 
and traditional British pantomimes, were also wildly popular. One of the most 
successful ventures in the early 1920s was a revue called The Dumbells, the cast of 
which included ex-servicemen dolled up in the finest of female attire. 


Though the exhibit focuses primarily on the heterosexual and historical examples 
of cross-dressing, Richards has also made an effort to acknowledge Saskatchewan’s gay 
and lesbian population—including the Imperial Court of the Golden Wheat 
Sheaf—and other traditions of drag that continue to this day. 


Comprised of photographs, press clippings and even costumes, the exhibit is a 
comprehensive overview of what some might consider incomprehensible in a 
province supposedly as conservative as Saskatchewan. Then again, the premier of that 
province didn’t leap to his feet to denounce same-sex marriage... 

All Frocked Up opened September 23rd and will run (quite fittingly) until 
Hallowe’en on October 3|st. The Link Gallery is located on the first floor of the 
University of Saskatchewan’s main library. For those who cannot make the journey to

OUTPOST EDMONTON = 


Bare facts about naturism 


By David King 


Somehow, amidst Canada’s GLBT social clubs, naturism has found a place beyond desti- 
nation points like nude beaches and resorts. 


On one hand, a nude club is not overwhelmingly different than a gay swim team, 
religious discussion group or lesbian aerobics class. It’s one more social activity within a 
mosaic of community participation. Yet the idea of joining a nude club is another thing. 
For many, “gay” and “nude” together immediately implies sex (or, at least, a basic level of 
voyeurism). It’s a stigma that keeps us clothed, and one that nudists say degrades the 
philosophy behind naturism itself. 


Take, for example, Adam et Compagnie in Quebec City: the name itself implies a 
yearning to return to nature—fig leaf and apple in tow. In Toronto, TNT! Men (Totally 
Naked Men Enjoying Toronto Nudity) meets throughout the year, and the group was 
instrumental in helping develop Toronto Island’s Hanlan’s Point Nude Beach as a recog- 
nized tourist destination. 


| tell myself all of the above, of course, knowing perfectly well I’m a nude prude, even 
in front of my friends. Still, the curiosity is there—what goes on at these clubs? And what 
is the fundamental difference between socializing with your clothes on or off? 


My answers come from Edmonton's Buck Naked Boys Club (BNBC), a year ‘round 
group (more ‘bare’ than ‘bear’) in one of Canada’s chillier cities. The group offered me 
interview access at their September lodge retreat, on one condition: that | remove my 
clothes within five minutes of arrival. Gulp! 


Fortunately, BNBC arranged a ride for me to the lodge and Fred, the coordinater for 
the weekend excursion, explained how things work in advance. In summer, the group 
rents a picturesque lodge an hour outside Edmonton, complete with scenic trails, games, 
discussions and two residences with outdoor hot tubs. The rest of the year, group 
members organize house parties and, in Edmonton, the hot tub thing seems to be a ritual. 
BNBC’s website details a wealth of information for me, and before | know it, | agree to 
the “Naked News” experience.

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The fact that | don’t know anyone is strangely comforting as | prepare for my day-trip. 
Stereotype or not, I’ve never packed this light and, admittedly, it’s refreshing to pick the 
birthday suit over say, the Armani one. | do, however, have a slew of absurd thoughts: 
What if | get a hard-on? Is this going to be all older men? Are we all really going to eat together 
naked? And in my case, Where the hell do | put my microphone? 


Towels, blankets, sarong, walking shoes—check... I’m off. 


My ride, Kent, is my first introduction to the group. He at once makes me feel welcome 
and we have a lot of laughs as we literally head for the hills. For him (and many others | 
will discover), BNBC is fundamentally a place to socialize and meet new people. There is 
also a BNBC in Calgary, although | am told both groups are exclusive of one another, and 
as Calgary’s is less active, people come from all over to attend Edmonton’s gatherings. 


As we arrive at this oasis of a lodge, the absurd thoughts re-surface: How long will my 
antiperspirant really last? What if | catch a cold? Will | find hair in my salad? And most impor- 
tantly, How will others react to my scrawny body? 


Fred greets me immediately and introduces me to a room holding people of all shapes 
and sizes. | will soon discover that they come from all over, each with different 
backgrounds, ages and interests. For now, however, | am an alien—only because I’m still 
dressed. Suddenly, | am uncomfortable wearing clothes. 


Initiating myself, 1 shed quickly in my room and return to the group. Fred and | sit down 
(on towels) and discuss things while others buzz around. This group, he stresses, is not 
about sex. In fact, the idea of cruising is mute, simply because those with voyeuristic or 
other intentions will immediately feel excluded. Although sex isn’t entirely taboo (a few 
couples have even met here), it can’t happen to the detriment of the naturist experience 
and happens no more than with any other social group. 


Most importantly, adds Fred, is that naturism provides a freedom from the world’s 
constrictions, and an equality that happens when clothes do not define who we are. 
Indeed, it is a bare truth—everyone becomes the same, regardless of physicality or 
“defects”. As | venture outside to “hang” with the boys, | try to find a way to explore 
those very issues. 


My first instinct is to get used to my own skin. The lodge is both private and expansive 
in terms of nature hikes, and so, after meeting everyone, | take a stroll. My tour guide is 
Liam, a friendly young guy who only recently came out, a topic that re-surfaces often in 
this group along with past marriages. While BNBC is not exclusively gay, Liam expresses 
his appreciation for the club’s gay component, an atmosphere where he feels safe. This is 
only his second time here, but he truly appears comfortable. 


Returning to the lodge, the barbeque and nasty nude croquet game begins. This, | soon 
discover, is where gracefully bending over becomes an art form. | still feel a little 
awkward, but thankfully my eyes are now on the croquet balls. There are other activities 
at BNBC, like Bacci Ball, board games, canoeing and volleyball. In the past, there was even 
nude trampoline (I’m afraid to ask why it doesn’t exist anymore). 


The croquet is fierce but a great icebreaker for me, and many of us sit around later in 
deep discussion, particularly in the hot tub, where I’m able to ask several people at once 
why they’re here. For some, it’s an escape from the city. For others, it’s family. Yet 
overwhelmingly, all take comfort in the fact that they don’t have to be the gym bunny 
Adonis in a Queer As Folk world. Interestingly, buff boys don’t come here often, as many 
express shyness. All of these men—architects, professors, lecturers, community workers, 
government employees and others—take great comfort in one another. 


As we joke about where in the hot tub I’m hiding my microphone, | have a lingering 
question: if being naked isn’t underneath all this, than why not wear clothes? Not 
everyone can pinpoint it, but | find one answer when | take a stroll up a hill overlooking 
the lake on my own. Sitting cross-legged in the wind, | stare out through the trees at the 
water in complete bliss. For that moment only, ! was one with nature—until it got chilly. 


After a group photo, dinner and more discussion, | prepare to depart while the others 
spend their last night at the lodge. Putting my clothes back on suddenly becomes a chore, 
like layering in winter. Will | come again? Possibly. But next time, it’ll be for the croquet.

From Shumka to schmooze

Ah, the life of a publicist-—expense-account lunches, A-list 
air-kisses and a Rolodex that would make God jeaulous, right? 
Well, not quite. Try a sandwich on the run,a schedule too tight

to the truth. Bottom Line Productions’ Brad Walker knows this 
only too well, having worked his way up and in from one side of 
the curtain to the other. Outlooks caught up with the twenty- 
» five-year old master of schmooze, sweat and tears recently as 
he settled into his new Calgary digs. 


Outlooks: After AbFab there were certainly a lot of miscon- 
ceptions about what a publicist is and does, a notion that the 
job is rather easy and all about glamour. Do you think what 
you do is easy and glamorous? 


Walker: I've never really thought about it as overly 
glamorous; | mean, as with all jobs there are definite perks, 
but sometimes how it’s portrayed in the media or on televi- 
sion shows like Absolutely Fabulous is not really how it is. I'd love to have long, leisurely lunches 
and assistants doing all the work while I’m home drinking at noon—that would be great; 
however, that’s not the case! Being a publicist does come with some great opportunities: you 
get to meet some really amazing individuals, such as celebrities, and get a glimpse into what their 
lifestyles are like. And | can tell you, that’s not always as glamorous as people think, either! Over 
the years I've been doing this, I've met some really amazing people and I’ve learned a lot from 
them. Overall, what | do is pretty amazing. 


Brad Walker, of Bottom Line

Outlooks: What is your background in terms of experience? What in your life has led you 
to this point? 

Walker: | used to dance with the Ukrainian Shumka dancers: | auditioned for Shumka back 
in Edmonton when | was fifteen years old and | got accepted—to my surprise and shock. | was 
in the.company for not even a year when they hit the road with a tour and | was able to be on 
it. Shumka hired Bottom Line Productions to do their publicity and marketing and some of the 
tour coordination for them, and | met the owner while | was on the road. | was very inter- 
ested in what she was doing and, after a discussion one night, she said she'd be willing to let me 
come in and do some work and get some experience as a volunteer. | ended up working quite 
a bit with her company on a volunteer basis before | applied to the Arts and Cultural 
Management program at Grant McEwan. | did the program and graduated in 1998, after doing 
my practicum with Bottom Line Productions. After my program was finished | was hired on as 
a full-time employee. 


Outlooks: And the rest is history? 


Walker: No, not quite. | worked there for about three years, after which | left Bottom Line 
to pursue a career with Alberta Ballet—| managed their office in Edmonton for two years, doing 
the marketing, special events and corporate sponsorship side of things. Then | left Alberta Ballet 
and went back to Bottom Line Productions [Laughs] with an opportunity to move to Calgary 
and expand the operation. So that’s how and why I’m here today. I've been working in the 
industry for five years now, which is actually a long time because there's such high turnover in 
the arts, particularly in arts management. 
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Outlooks: Having experienced life on both sides of the curtain now, are you more comfort- 
able behind the scenes or is being in the spotlight your real love? 


Walker: To be honest, I’m really more comfortable behind the scenes now. Quite often 
there are times, like when I’m going to a show I’ve worked on, | get the feeling I'd like to be 
onstage again. It’s hard to explain the rush you get from being onstage and performing for 
people—but in reality, | know | would never go back to it. | much prefer helping a production 
“unfold”. Quite often publicists or company managers are referred to as the unsung 
heroes—l’m quoting Gregory Hines here, an individual | was fortunate enough to meet when 
he was doing a show that Bottom Line was handling. He was a very generous, wonderful man 
and he was the first one to say that to me. | don’t do this for the glory, obviously, but it’s nice 
when people recognize what you're doing. 


Outlooks: Which areas of the arts does Bottom Line cover? 


Walker: We definitely cover the for-profit side of entertainment, Broadway shows being 
our major forté; then we also do a lot in the not-for-profit side of things. So it’s an arts and 
entertainment marketing company. On the arts side we have opera companies, ballet compa- 
nies, theatre companies. We have also done some for-profit film work, as well as not-for-profit 
things like film festivals. 


Outlooks: Which has been your favourite project to date, looking back on a five-year 
process? 


Walker: I’ve done a lot of stuff over the years, so it’s hard to narrow it down. I’m going to 
say two, if | could. The first one is Miss Saigon which, when it toured in 1998, was one of the 
first big Broadway shows that | worked on. | had an amazing time doing it and | learned a lot 
about myself during that show. | also met a lot of amazing individuals who taught me a lot about 
how to do things and how to develop a work ethic. That was a big turning point for me. The 
other is Shumka, which hired Bottom Line Productions to do its tour management back in 
2000. | was given the contract to be the company manager and | travelled for a year with them 
on the road. That was also something | considered a major coup for me. 


Outlooks: Why do you think there are so many gay men involved in the publicity and 
marketing industry? 


Walker: I’ve actually thought about that! [Laughs] | have discussed this with other gay 
friends who work in the industry and we were never able to come up with a final answer. The 
arts and entertainment industry certainly can pull gay individuals towards it, but | don’t know 
what the specific draw is. Quite often—and | don’t want to sound stereotypical here—gay 
individuals, male or female, are creative, energetic; they present themselves professionally and 
have a lot of fun doing what they're doing. There are a lot of pros to having individuals like that 
working in this field. | guess we're just damned good at what we do! 


Outlooks: With Hallowe’en on the horizon, | think it might be wise for you to tell me a little 
bit about the Grave Gala. 


Walker: The Grave Gala is going to be an amazing, high-energy, high profile dance party. The 
word gala can have a lot of negative connotations—were not having a black-tie, sit-down dinner 
with seven courses, etc. The point of this event is to dress up and be as wacky and creative as 
you can. To be as fully clothed or not fully clothed as you want to be. To dance and have a 
fantastic time. The proceeds will go to two great organizations, Alberta Ballet and Calgary 
Opera. We wanted to create an event that is geared specifically towards Generation X, to 
provide them with an annual party that gives them an option other than the bar. We want to 
make it the premiere Hallowe’en event in the city. It’s being held in the Fairmont Palliser Hotel 
and we have amazing set designers who are creating a set and decorations for it; there will be 
themed drinks and great prizes in a wide variety of costume categories. We're also going to 
have three or four DJs playing everything from Latino and hip-hop to dance and disco music. 
It's going to go from early in the evening ‘til early in the morning and we just want people to 
have a really great time. Ve are obviously targeting the gay community as one of the party's 
larger demographics and it’s definitely going to be a gay-friendly environment, for sure. I’m really 
happy to be a part of helping coordinate this event; | think it’s going to be really amazing. W

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Bringing up the House

There are some in Vancouver who would argue that the city’s finest real estate has 
nothing to do with pricey property values and sky-high mortgages. No, more than just a 
handful of people would tell you quite plainly that The House of Venus is the best property 
in town. And, if history has shown us anything, they wouldn’t be wrong. 


Founding member Michael Venus describes the group as a multifunction and dimensional 
artist collective. “The House does it all,” he says,“club nights, fashion, music, film, video, visual 
and performance art and so on.” 


Started in 1993, the House began life as a small group in Windsor, Ontario. As Michael 
himself explains, Venus—as it was originally named—was involved in “throwing club kid 
parties, putting on flashy fashion shows in Windsor and Detroit and [was] heavily involved 
in the arts community”. 


A move to Vancouver in 1995 helped build a solid base of creative partners and exciting 
platforms. Here, Michael Venus teamed with statuesque beauty Cotton and DJ Dickey Doo 
and met with substantial success. “The fashion and party scene changed as we started after- 
hours at The Gin Gallery then the World and made it gay and fun,” he says. “[We] started 
doing club nights at places like Celebrities and Mars and often brought in DJs and drag 
queens from all over—Naked Music, Girlina, Honey Dijon, Eddie Amador, Derek Carter...” 


Venus describes himself as “the fuel behind the movement of love”, and he originally set 
out to provide club-goers with fresh experiences and excitement. The Vancouver scene in 
1995 was... well, dry, to say the least. The west coast town, oft described as No Fun City, 
needed the help. By mixing the finest beats with a creative energy few social groups can 
compete with, The House of Venus name almost always guarantees a fine time. 


And the group has built a reputation with that—creating a buzz in Vancouver's nightlife 
and helping to refresh the city’s slumping club scene with fresh, bright ideas. Eight years 
after their arrival on the west coast shores, The House of Venus stands at the forefront of 
weekly club successes with Nice at Shine, as well as popular special events like Wiggle. An 
annual fundraiser for Youthco, Wiggle is one of their most well attended events. 


“1,200 attended this year, including Michael Stipe of REM and Debbie Harry of Blondie”, 
SSeS Venus says. 


The year 2003 has continued to cement the 
House’s importance in Vancouver’s club community. 
) “We have been lucky and have a devoted following,” 
admits Venus. The success speaks for itself. Sunday 
nights Nice at Shine continues to be one of 
Vancouver’s most popular club nights. “Nice is the 
hottest night in the city “, he says. “The success is 
due to... two of the hottest DJs: Leanne and 
Vancouver's very own original Dickey Doo. They 
both play hot, hot house in the front then Dickey 
_ turns out the R’n’B and hip-hop beats in da back.” 


And the crowd Nice attracts is never short of 
beautiful. “The night is mostly fashionable gay men 
who obviously bring their glamour girlfriends,’ Venus 
explains. “There are also lots of cute, straight guys 
who know that gay parties are the coolest,” he adds. 


These diverse party-goers—coupled with 
Vancouver City Council’s more relaxed revisions to antiquated liquor laws—have only 
helped improve nightlife. And that fact isn’t lost on the House.

“| see tons of positive changes within Vancouver,” says Venus. “This town has so much 
talent and is still so new, so virginal.” Venus agrees that, perhaps, the city is slowly beginning 
to change. “The laws are getting better as the city grows,” he offers. “There are so many 
people putting on great fashion shows and parties—it’s becoming more and more cosmo 
every day. It really is the city of the future.” Whether this change will stick around, as the 
fall rains appear, remains to be seen, but The House of Venus isn’t boarding up its operations 
anytime soon. 


Cotton and filmmaker Mark Kenneth Woods—who joined the Venus team in 200!—just 
returned from the | 2th Annual Gay and Lesbian Film Festival in Tokyo, Japan. “The Canadian 
Embassy sponsored the trip”, explains Venus, “so the dynamic duo represented Canada as 
the crime-fighting characters they play in Johnny Pimp and Honey Ho on Pridevision.” 


DJ Dickey Doo is preparing to release his debut album and Venus himself continues to 
pursue his artistic work. His first solo exhibit appeared last year at the one point six gallery 


and, recently, a feature aired on

If 
you want to shop like a pro or explore design retailers you might normally overlook, 
now’s your chance. As Stolberg puts it, “there really is something to interest everybody.”

A diva for decades

It’s hard to believe that half a century 
gj of Hallowe’ens have come and gone 
since Vancouver entertainment icon Bill 
Monroe stepped out in pumps for the 
first time. Hallowe’en is the only time 
many men feel comfortable enough to 
slip into heels and sequins, so it’s not 
surprising that this is the night when 
“many drag divas take their maiden 
voyage. 

“| was uncomfortable until | [started 
@ to get] attention from all the men,’ 
. Monroe recalls of his inaugural venture 
into the world of drag. “It was three 
slaps of mascara and a bit of lipstick... 
not the fabulous paint jobs you have to 
do today.’ 


Before that historic Hallowe’en 
ended, young Monroe and a 
friend—turning heads as Marilyn 
Monroe and Jane Russell—gained their 
first experience with the power of 
illusion. “All of a sudden, instead of 
being the ditzy faggot and having to 
worry about having your head kicked 
in, you were getting r-e-s-p-e-c-t,” 
recalls the “snow-capped” diva. 


Queen for a day? Don’t ever 
underestimate the regal bearing of 
Mr. Bill Monroe! 


Perched at a front table in Sugar Daddies 

on Davie Street, Monroe is still getting that 

respect. People wave, servers crack jokes, and two men interrupt our chat to pay 
homage. 


“?’m being interviewed by Outlooks,’ Monroe chortles, shooing away the well wishers, 
“I’m going to be a star!” 


“You are a star!” the visitor asserts. 


“Oh, stop in the name of love!” Monroe almost sings, raising the back of his wrist to 
his forehead. 


He also commands attention. 


His most striking feature is a set of piercing, blue-green eyes, more reminiscent of Paul 
Newman than Harvey Fierstein. His skin exudes a healthy glow, even in the unforgiving 
daylight. How can skin look this good after fifty years of makeup and a thousand late night 
shows? 


“How you look is genetic, but you can maintain a better lifestyle. | think smoking is bad 
for you. The sun is bad for you,” Monroe says seriously, then shifts gears without warning. 
“I live in Oil of Olay. This skin hasn’t touched the air in thirty years, maybe forty!” 


It’s astonishing to consider this man is nearing the age of seventy. 


Monroe used to cross the border to perform in segregated black veteran’s clubs in the 
1950s, and has since done shows across Canada and the U.S., Europe, and Australia. Gay 
Games founder Tom Waddell called Monroe the best emcee he’d even seen. He appeared 
at the first games in San Francisco, and the latest in Sydney. In an unforgettable commu- 
nity moment, as his trademark Queen Elizabeth character, Monroe was driven into B.C. 
Place Stadium to the cheers of thousands at the 1990 Gay Games in Vancouver. He 
entered the stadium five minutes prior to the opening ceremonies after a controversy 
erupted over whether a drag queen should be part of the official program. 


Monroe has performed lip sync and live vocals, written comedy and created dozens of 
characters. For a time he even emceed events as a man, but eventually he returned to his 
roots. 

“| wanted to prove to myself that | had the ability to do [it] without hiding behind all 
of that. | found | was limited in a lot of my humour and | found that the lady... could say 
a lot more and could flirt with an audience.” 

He’s had a long association with local sports, and recalls a fundraiser for the Shaggy 
Horse baseball team more than twenty years ago. 


“These guys had never been in drag—and some of them have never been since,” Monro 
recalls. “We were waiting with makeup artists and hairdressers, and we did this fabulous 
show that developed into the Miss West End Softball Association [WESA] pageant.” 


Monroe has also been involved in fundraising for bowling, volleyball and hockey. 
“Practically every sport in town,” he says. 


He’s the first honourary life member of the Vancouver Men’s Chorus. For many years 
he was best know as emcee for the Starry Night AIDS fundraiser, but that relationship 
ended due to “creative differences and lack of trust,” he reveals. 


Monroe still carries a profound sadness for the toll AIDS exacted on Vancouver, but 
says the epidemic galvanized unity in arts, sports and fundraising. 


“You give, you get; it’s very gratifying,’ he stresses. “A lot of us are not in a position to 
give a lot of money, so if you have a talent [you give it]. Like, Joan-E does a lot of work. 
All the drag queens do a lot of work if they’re asked. They never seem to say no. Nobody 
pays for their dresses. Nobody pays for their makeup or their taxis.” 


The real payoff is being part of a community, something Monroe feels a lot of people 
discovered during the AIDS epidemic. 


“No matter who you are, | think if you’re faced with a fatal illness you certainly don’t 
want to be alone. And if you can get involved with an organization of people and broaden 
your scope... there’s a good chance you won't be alone.” 


Monroe's life is proof that the philosophy works for him. 


“Feel good about yourself, eat well, stay away from drugs, don’t smoke and you'll last a 
lot longer,” he says. “Going to the gym in the afternoon and doing Ecstasy all night is not 
going to keep you young.” 

Surprisingly, after the years of glamour and glitz, late nights, makeup and costumes, Bill 
Monroe rejects the notion that, in our world, every day is Hallowe’en. 


“It’s not all sex and drugs, like Queer As Folk seems to love to portray. There’s a lot of 
kindness and a lot of warmth and a lot of sincerity; and a lot of fun and a lot of bitching,” 
he says. “Our community is a microcosm of the world,” he adds, “we just dress a little 
better” Vv

It’s a lucky chain of events that led this queen to Queen City; a long story that | won’t 
bore you with. The general gist, though, is: originally from Halifax, | grew tired of picking up 
people then realizing | had already slept with them, so off | moved to Tokyo, Japan thinking 
its 17 million population was more of a challenge. Three-and-a-half years later | was on my 
way back home, clueless as to what to do with my life or where to settle. En route to 
Halifax from Asia, | stopped over in Toronto to spend a few glamourous days with a friend, 
Tom, whom | had known in Japan. My visit just happened to coincide with Toronto Pride 
Week 1999. 


| was twenty-six. It was my first Pride. Ever. When | lived in Halifax, | can’t recall there 
even being a Pride. | have heard recently there is a small Pride in Tokyo, although | knew 
nothing of it when | lived there. When | landed in Toronto, | was a total Pride virgin. 


Tom and his friends took me to Church Street and | was blown away. Fags. As far as the 
eye could see. Fags, fags, fags, fags, fags. It was a fabulous fag blizzard. | had never seen or 
experienced anything like it in my life. We hung out in the Village, went to parties at Industry, 
Fly and the Automotive Building at the CNE. We had drinks at the beer gardens and 
watched the parade. We sauntered through the booths and generally meandered about. | 
was awestruck by something else | had also never experienced before: community. A gay 
community. | made a decision right then and there (probably aided by numerous pints of 
beer) that something felt right about Toronto and | decided there was room for one more 
queen in Queen City. Two months later it became my new home. 


| lived the quintessential single life for a while, going out clubbing and dancing shirtless in 
a sea of half-naked men until the wee hours. | brunched at Slack Alice and Zelda’s and met 
friends for drinks at Byzantium,Wilde Oscar’s and Woody’s. | had never lived such a gay life. 
About six months after | moved here | met Stephen, my prince among the queens, and | 
went from singleton straight (or gaily forward?) into coupledom. 


After a couple of years together (if you recall from a previous Outlooks article of mine), 
we decided it was high time to consider buying a fabulous place of our own. It was time to 
save, save, save—a concept | had only previously associated with whales and the rainforest. 
And so, we moved (insert bone-chilling music here) to The ‘Burbs to live with the in-laws. 


Blinded by visions of granite counter tops and stainless steel appliances, we really thought 
it was going to be a breeze living on the edge of civilization. After all, it wasn’t that far out 
of the city. Sure, the commute was a bit long at an hour, but we looked at it as an oppor- 
tunity to listen to new fabulous CDs! And when it wasn’t rush hour, it would only take us 
twenty minutes to get downtown. Ve could come down anytime we wanted. And just 
think of the savings! We'd have a penthouse in the sky in no time. 


Yeah, and Jeffrey Dahlmer was a vegetarian. 


The commute was never just an hour. We listened to the same crappy CDs over and over 
and over. We never hung out with friends after work in order to try and beat the traffic 
and, on weekends, we were so tired of driving we couldn't stand the thought of being in the 
car and driving downtown and back again. Plus, unbeknownst to us before, there is an evil 
Saturday night rush hour, too. 


No more going out on Saturday nights. No more brunch with friends. No more after 
work drinks. No more dinner parties. No more gayness. We lived the straightest life 
ever—the highlight of my week was browsing at the mall, which would normally be an uber- 
gay activity, except for the distinct lack of any gay-appropriate shops in the suburbs. There 
isn’t even a Gucci. Finally, after nine long months we said “screw this” and gave birth to our 
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freedom—a nice, healthy bouncing gay lifestyle. We should have handed out cigars. 


Ah, the life of a downtown gay. Oh how | missed it! Everything is a hop, skip and a jump 
away (emphasis on the skip). The funny thing is... these days | don’t venture to Church 
Street as often as | used to. It’s not for lack of great places to hang out or things to do in 
the Village, but | think after being away from the city core for a while and then moving back, 
it was like rediscovering the city all over again. 


Never one to define myself solely by my sexual orientation, | decided to see what else 
the city had to offer. With Queen Street, College West and the Beaches ever booming, plus 
the newly revamped Distillery District and King West Village growing by the day, | have 
discovered there's a little bit of gayness wherever you go in Toronto. You can’t go far 
without seeing a familiar gay face or catching a cute boy trying to make eye contact. 


Mayor Mel Lastman, usually one to utter absolutely insanely inappropriate comments, was 
largely right when he called Toronto the greatest city in the world. Believe me, | never 
thought | would agree. Growing up in Nova Scotia, we loathed those obnoxious Upper 
Canadians who thought Toronto was the end all and be all. But you know what, it really is 
a world-class city with lots to offer—especially if you’re gay (even with West Nile, SARS, 
Norwalk and days without power... | am still waiting for the locusts). 


Knowing that Church Street is there whenever | want it makes me feel great. | know 
that | can walk down at least one street in Toronto hand in hand with my partner with Pride 
flags flying from every building. It’s the center of our community and we Torontonians 
should appreciate the fact that we do have our own little corner to completely be our true 
selves—queens in Queen City. W

As much as fall and winter 
in Canada can potentially be

Not as popular (yet) as the 
resorts of Mexico, the 
Phoenix area boasts many 
attractive qualities, including

in the summer. Cowboys, 
bears, circuit boys, average 
Joes and Janes, and even spiri- 
tual types can all find a niche 
_ here, as accommodations and

Phoenix is in the depths of “The Valley of the Sun”, where the sun shines ninety-nine 
percent of the year, and even in the coldest months the average temperature is close 
to twenty degrees.

For the women heading to the Valley of the Sun, Susa’s Women’s B&B Ranch is a 
good option to check out. About thirty minutes from downtown Phoenix in the 
suburb of Apache Junction, this women’s resort offers a jacuzzi overlooking gorgeous 
desert vistas, clean and well-appointed rooms, a common exercise/game room and a 
TV room. Susa’s also offers seminar or meditation rooms available for corporate and 
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individual sessions, and horse 
rentals and stabling.

Phoenix offers a number of 
year ‘round attractions for the 
leisure-seeking traveller.

several locations in Arizona (www.jacobsgolf.com). Rawhide Wild West Town is also 
a great stop to spend the day in the sun with some authentic western atmosphere. 
Rawhide is also the location for one of the biggest gay rodeos to take place every 
January, the Road Runner Regional Rodeo (www.agra-phx.com). Hundreds of 
competitors and thousands of spectators kick up their heels and enjoy a much-needed 
break from winter every year at this IGRA event. Culture vultures may also enjoy a 
production at the Black Box Theatre or a visit to the Heard Museum. Old Town 
Scottsdale is also worth a visit, with many artisan shops and interesting Arizona 
merchants to visit. Close by are standards like Crate and Barrel, Restoration 
Hardware and Williams Sonoma for the homebody. While you're there, pop in and 
have a nosh at Frank & Lupe’s Old Mexico Café and Specialty Tequilla Bar (4121 N.
